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Die Varieties 


The modern manner of producing coin dies by mechanical means was 
adopted in the United States Mint shortly before the Civil War. A detailed 
description of it is unnecessary now but, briefly, the method is this. The 
complicated die-cutting machine engraves, in soft steel, an exact copy of the 
model for one side of the coin. The steel so prepared when tempered to a 
sufficient degree of hardness becomes the “hub” or master-punch from which 
the dies themselves are made by driving the punch into another piece of 
steel, impressing the design clearly thereon. The second piece is then hard- 
ened in turn and is one of the dies with which the coin itself is struck. The 
same thing having been done with the design for the other side of the pro- 
posed coin, the pair of dies necessary for coining is complete, 

In actual use, notwithstanding the skill and care with which the dies 
are hardened, they frequently break and new ones are prepared from the 
master punches. In the earlier days, however, each die was entirely cut by 
hand and many slight variations crept into the design, for even the most 
skillful craftsman can never copy exactly the work of his own or another’s 
hand. Consequently the coinage of any particular denomination for a 
single year would show many differences in detail, due to the different dies 
used. Much attention has been given these dies varieties by collectors of 
American coins, particularly those appearing in the large copper cents issued 
from 1793 to 1857. Sometimes the variations in the different dies were 





due to error rather than to lack of ability to reproduce accurately, An 
amusing and extreme case of this sort, illustrated here, is found on the 
reverse of three U. S. cents all dated 1801. No. 1 shows the reverse as it 
should be, without error. In No. 2 it will be noted that the stem of the right 
hand sprig of the two branches torming the wreath, which should be seen 
just to the left of the ribbon bow is omitted, while the word UNITED begins 
with a II instead of a U. The fraction below the ribbon knot, which should 
be 1/100 (one hundredth of a dollar) is 1/000. In No. 3 the stem has been 
added and initial letter is correct but the fraction still remains meaningless. 
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Such errors were not uncommon on ancient and mediaeval coins when 
the die cutters themselves often did not know the meaning of the letters and 
symbols they were engraving, but these two American cents display a care- 
lessness rather unusual on comparatively modern coins.

Famous Half Cent Collection 


We are pleased to announce that the well known collector and numis- 
matic student, Commodore W. C. C. Eaton, has placed his famous collection 
of half cents in our hands for sale. In undertaking this sale we have felt 
that it would not be right to break up the result of years of patient research 
and effort without first offering the collection in its entirety and in doing so 
attention is invited to the fact that with the exceptions of the patterns in the 
730s and °40s, which Commodore Eaton did not collect, it is absolutely com- 
plete with every type listed by Gilbert, and is the only complete one ever 
offered or likely to be: it being more complete even than the famous Alvord 
collection (with above exceptions), that collection lacking at least two of 
Gilbert’s types as well as many unlisted sub-varieties contained in this col- 
lection. It may be of interest to note that it was Commodore Eaton, himself 
a collector for many years previously, who induced Mr. Alvord to collect, 
after which they collaborated as specialists, sending for and receiving the 
entire stocks of half cents of the principal dealers for study and investiga- 
tion. In this way over fifty thousand half cents were examined, the new dis- 
coveries and all the rarities naturally being retained. This explains the 
many sub-varieties of the rarities to be found in this collection, in many 
cases more than exist at all outside the collection, culled from the stocks of 
dealers before Gilbert’s book was issued and their rarity became known. 
In addition the stocks of dealers were re-examined and all auction lists 
carefully scrutinized for many years. It was as a result of the new discov- 
eries in this study that finally led to the preparation and publication of Gil- 
bert’s work. 

This collection is also far more complete in sub-varieties than the Alvord 
collection and as an example of this reference may be made to the sixty 
varieties and sub-varieties of the half cents of 1794 probably more than 
exist in good condition in all the dealers stocks in the country as against 
but twenty six in the Alvord collection. The entire collection numbering 
some four hundred and fifty half cents is about twice the size of the Alvord 
collection. For a collector this is a wonderful, and doubtless only, oppor- 
tunity to secure the half cents necessary to fill their vacant spaces: for 
while the entire list of the patterns in the "30s and ’40s can be picked up trom 
time to time, and are therefore but a matter of money, (Mr. Alvord secured 
the entire list, with exception of only two of the restrikes, in a comparatively 
few months after Gilbert's book was published) it will undoubtedly be the 
last chance in a lifetime to secure the great rarities, especially those believed 
to be unique. So to the collector who hopes to fill these spaces the message 
would appropriately be ‘‘Now or never”. 

From his many years of examination of dealer’s stocks and study of 
catalogues, it may be said with confidence that there can exist no man more 
qualified than Commodore Eaton to determine the rarity of any type of half 
cent and he states without hesitation that, taking the half cents of 1796 as 
a standard of rarity, so generally done, the following are rarer than either 
type of that year. 1794, G. 2, 3 and 6: 1795, G. 7.and 8: 1797, G, 1; 1802, 
G. 4: 1804, G. 9, 10 and 11: 1805, G. 4: and 1808, G. 3. With possible 
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exception of the rare 1797 and 1804, G. 10 and 11, all are much rarer. 
This collection contains some forty rarities about thirty of them being rarer 
than either 1796. If a 1796 only ‘“‘fair’’ brings around fifty dollars at auc- 
tion, what would thirty varieties from good to fine be worth when all are 
rarer? 

When Commodore EHaton’s articles on the double cut and recut dies of 
half cents were published in The Numismatist of 1921 several collectors 
wrote him requesting that he publish an article giving a list of the cracked 
and broken dies. While he never did this on account of the amount of work 
involved the purchaser of this collection, who will be supplied with a com- 
plete catalogue of its contents, will have such a list piactically complete. The 
only cracked die of any importance not included in this sale being that of 
1796, G. 2, and that should readily be found in time as not so rare as the die, 
found here, without the crack. 

In addition to the United States half cents the collection contains all the 
varieties except two of the Massachusetts half cent:, one not listed by Crosby, 
an autographed copy of Gilbert’s work, several catalogues and copies of The 
Numismatist with Commodore Eaton’s articles, and a beautiful panelled 
mahogany cabinet for the half cents. 

As said at the opening of this announcement, it is our desire to sell 
this collection as a whole and we shall be glad to give full details together 
with the price we believe the collection to be worth to any one interested. 


Question and Answers 


Elton. The Mint, Birmingham coined a nickel twenty cent piece for 
Zanzibar in 1908. A hundred thousand of these were made and sent to 
Zanzibar. Some objection as to their use arose and they were either never 
issued or immediately withdrawn from circulation. They are now of the 
greatest rarity. 








J. L., St. Louis. The rarity of the United States cents for 1799, in spite 
of the fact that the records show very nearly as large an issue in that year 
as in some of the previous years, has been accounted for in several ways. 
Probably a small number were actually coined with the date 1799; the bal- 
ance of those issued being of an earlier coinage. At that time the Mint rec- 
ords were kept in such manner as would make this possible. 

The late Lyman H. Low held the theory that the copper coinages of 
1799 and 1804 were of exceedingly soft copper and so did not stand up in 
circulation. However, the half cents of 1804 have survived in quantity and 
it is not probable that they were of a different metal from the cents of the 
same year, so Mr. Low’s theory would not seem to be good for the latter year, 
at least.

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American Coin Types 


The United States Buffalo Nickel is the most truly American in design 
of any coin issued on this Western side of the Atlantic. Both its obverse and 
reverse are typical of the American continent and eminent European authori- 
ties have called it the most perfect of modern coins in the close relationship 
of its appearance to the country in which it circulates. 

Our other United States coins borrow largely from the established 
types long in use in Europe. The eagle on our gold and silver while he may

be of the native bald-headed variety is a bird which has been prominent on 
coins in many of the old world countries. The Goddess of Liberty too is of 
ancient origin and, as LIBERTAS, was shown on the coins of Rome in the 
days before the establishment of the Empire. 

On Mexican coins the eagle has been given a very native touch by 
placing in its beak a rattlesnake, a truly American reptile. Other American

traces can be found on the coins of Peru which bear the coat of arms of 
that nation, one element of which is a llama, the only domesticated animal 
known in these continents at the time of their discovery by the whites.

Chile has also recently placed a representation of the Andean Condor on 
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some of its coins and this bird must be considered as quite typically Ameri- 
can. Paraguay on the other hand has gone back to the old world and 
adorned certain of its coins with an African or Asiatic lion, which certainly 
is wandering rather far afield. 

Many of the South and Central American coins have followed a well 
established numismatic custom and used for their obverse types the national 
coat of arms of the country. In Brazil this coat of arms includes a represen-

tation of the constellation the Southern Cross. This may not be especially 
American, but is certainly most appropriate for a country much of which lies 
south of the equator.
